St a Louis county, will lie submitted to 
the attorney general’s office within 
a few days, and that they will be ac­ 
companied by a list of witnesses. 
Upon reaching Ids office yester­ 
day morning Attorney General Had­ 
ley found Governor Folk’s letter di­ 
recting him to make investigation as 
to the charge that the prosecuting 
attorney and sheriff of St. Louis coun­ 
ty have been derelict in their duiies 
touching the enforcement 
of 
the 
dramshop and gambling laws. 
Dur­ 
ing the day Attorney General Hadley 
addressed the following reply to the 
governor. 
“ I beg to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of August 12, asking 
that I or one of my assistants make 
investigation as to the charges of 
neglect of duty on the part of the 
prosecuting attorney and the sheriff 
of St. Louis county .in 1he enforce­ 
ment of the dramshop and gami/bug 
laws, 
and 
to 
institute proceedings 
for t lie removal of these officers un­ 
der the act passed by the special ses­ 
sion of the general assembly, in case 
t¡te facts so justify. 
“ The provisions of this law, viz: 
Section 8854. authorize the governor 
to direct the attorney general to in­ 
stitute such prosecutions only in case 
an affidavit has been filed with the 
clerk of the court, showing that some 
public officer lias been derelict in the 
discharge of his duties. 
I. therefore, 
request that you advise me as to 
whether any such affidavit has been 
filed since this law becaine effective, 
viz, August 11, and also communicate 
to me any evidence that you may 
have in your possession tending to 
show that the law lias been violated. 
“ If. on Investigation, 
it 
appears 
that one or botli of these officials 
have violated the provisions of the 
law referred to, my office will, upon 
authorization in compliance with its 
provisions, promptly institute the pro­ 
ceedings therein provided for.” 
Governor Folk said that he was in 
possession of information to the ef­ 
fect. 
that 
fully 100 persons in St. 
Louis county stand ready to make 
the necessary affidavits to institute 
proceedings against the two officers 
named. 
He said that at least 200 wit­ 
nesses could be secured, and that all 
this information would Tie placed in 
the attorney general’s hands within 
the next few days. 
Attorney 
General 
Hadley 
slated 
that when this matter was first men­ 
tioned to him in St. Louis, he was 
under the impression that the dere­ 
lict official law had been so amended 
as to take prosecution of this nature 
out of his jurisdiction. 
After exam­ 
ining the act. carefully, he discovered 
lhat the necessary 
authority 
had 
been conferred upon him.

pared by the attorney general, but it 
was amended by the legislature. 
Asked if the state would have the 
right to obtain a change of venue 
from St. Louis county if it appeared 
that a fair trial could not he obtain­ 
ed there in the contemplated prose­ 
cution, the attorney general said lhat 
he was of that opinion.

“James Boy s” book in a grocery store 
near Leavenworth, Kas., when a man 
whom he describes as being “nearly 
six feet tall, with shoulders so broad 
that they seemed out of proportion 
with the fineness of his waist line,” 
entered the room. 
Then one reads: 
He wore a big cream-colored som­ 
brero pushed somewhat back on his 
jet black hair, and his heavy beard, 
as black as the under side of a ra­ 
ven’s wing, was in curious contrast 
to the curious pallor of his skin. 
A month after this occurrence the 
narrator say s he saw the famous out­ 
law ly ing dead in his house in St. 
Joseph, Mo., and recognized him as 
the man he had seen in the Leaven­ 
worth grocery store, having mean­ 
while been told by the proprietor of 
the store that the visitor was no oth­ 
er than the redoubtable Jesse James. 
Pardon me if I insist that either 
this “son of an army officer” was de­ 
ceived by the Leavenworth groccrv- 
man, Jeff Brunsterter by name, or 
imposed upon by the y oung man who 
wrote the y arn. 
In support of this 
assertion I am going to tell the fol­ 
lowing tale, heretofore unpublished 
and susceptible of ample proof even 
at this late day . 
During the summer of 18 8 2 I was 
stationed as telegraph operator at 
Cameron, Mo., an eating station at 
the junction of the 
Chicago, 
Rock 
Island and Pacific and the Hannibal 
and St. .Joseph railway s. 
About 40 
miles west of Cameron lies the city 
of St. Joseph, where Janies was kill­ 
ed. 
An equal distance east of the 
town is Gallatin, the scene of one of 
the numerous bank robberies commit­ 
ted by the James boy s. 
At a point 
almost midway between Cameron and 
Gallatin is the scene of a noted train 
robbery and of the killing, by Jesse 
James himself of Westfall, conduct­ 
or of the held-up train, said to be the 
only murder of which Jesse James 
is actually known to have been guilty . 
Twenty miles away from Cameron, 
between that point and Kansas City , 
is Kearney , Mo., once (he home of 
Mrs. Samuels, mother of Frank and 
Jesse James. 
I give these details, '-is 
they are necessary to an understand­ 
ing of my story . 
On the morning of the day that 
Jesse James met his death 1 was sit­ 
ting in the telegraph office at Cam­ 
eron when two 
gentlemen 
entered 
and inquired for a telegram. 
I rec­ 
ognized one of them as A. M. Dock­ 
ery , then president of the bank in 
Gallatin which had been robbed by 
the James gang. 
Mr. Dockery , it will 
be 
recalled, 
subsequently 
became 
governor of Missouri, after serving 
with distinction in congress. 
The man with him was A. A. Low, 
general counsel for the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph railorad company , one of 
the chief sufferers by the depreda­ 
tions of the outlaws. 
Low and Dock­ 
ery had met by agreement at Camer­ 
on and had at their disposal a special 
train, which stood upon the tracks 
of the Hannibal and St. Joseph roaoy 
to. leave at a moment’s notice. 
IM h 
men remained in and about the sta­ 
tion until shortly after noon, when 
the operator at St. Joseph called me 
up with the statement that he had an 
important message for A. L. Low and 
asked if he was in Cameron. 
I re­ 
plied in the affirmative. 
Then c* me 
a telegram, which I believe was the 
first announcement made of the out­ 
law’s death to any one outside of St. 
Joseph. 
It read: 
“Ford has got 
y our man. 
Come on at once.” 
It bore the initials of some one I 
did not know. 
Two minutes later the 
special train was on its way to St. 
Joseph, and among those who were 
on it was Dick Little, one of the 
James gang. 
Later in the day n tel­ 
egram from Mr. Low to W. A. Conk­ 
lin, station agent at Cameron, eon- 


01 alive a large reward was offered, 
calmly ate his dinner or supper in as 
public a place as could be found in 
that vicinity . 
The body was brought to Cameron 
that night on its way to Kearney for 
burial . The train upon which it was 
carried failed to make connections 
and the coffin lay in the baggage 
room all night. 
By a strange coin­ 
cidence it was placed in ex actly the 
same corner and in the same posi­ 
tion as that occupied by the body of 
Westfall, the conductor who met his 
death at Jesse Jam es’ hands. 
I am moved to tell this story in 
order that I may clearly prove how 
I came to know that Jesse James did 
not have “jet black hair,” that his 
whiskers were not like 
fa raven’s 
wing,” and that he was not “six feet 
tall, with abnormally broad shoul­ 
ders.” 
He did not in 
any 
manner 
suggest the outlaw'. 
On the contrary , 
nine out of every ten persons who 
saw him at the time referred to would 
have taken him for a business man 
or a preacher, probably the latter.

Now that the officers of 
the union, to which a large number 
of our employes are memberes, have 
declared a strike, I feel it my duty 
to call your attention to the serious* 
ness of the! leaving of an employment 
by which many o i our men have been 
able to earn a good living for their 
families and themselves 
for 
years, 
under good conditions and pleasant 
surroundings. 
Go where you may, better quarters 
and fairer treatment* cannot be found. 
This I say without fear of being con­ 
tradicted by any man who has lone 
his part as he should for the Chicago 
office. 
There is, and probably always will 
be, malcontents and 
strife 
makers 
among our employes, every ready, to 
find fault with those holding higher 
positions, and making mountains out 
o! mole hills. 
It is against this class that I want 
to warn any man with a family, par­ 
ent or others dependent upon him 
for support. 
Agitators wTith wagging 
tongues cause men to leave positions, 
but they fail to provide food and shel­ 
ter for families, and nine times out 
of ten the agitators hold some union 
position, drawing salary and expense 
( niqiiCiy out of the fund to which you 
have contributed a part. 
The» ,,Postal Telegraph Cable com­ 
pany, has not only furnished you with 
steady employment, at as remunera­ 
tive wages as it could afford to/bn* H 
has provided a way to help along ail 
those who have given faithful ser­ 
vice for a reasonable number of years 
should accident t>r illness unfit you 
for further service. 
Can you afford 
to give up this insurance? 
I think 
no!. 
While the company desires your 
services, and is willing to pay the 
highest market price for them, vou 
are ngt hound to work for it a >day 
lopger than you wish. 
Look on the other side. 
The union 
officials, whom you are paying, com­ 
mand you to give up your positions 
without bein£ ! a’ble to assure you any­ 
thing in *-etiirn, an,i Yoll are bound 
to obey because of holding a card in 
the union. 
In plain words, you are 
not free to exercise your judgment, 
but you are a slave to the union and 
being led by it. 
I know' positively that the majority 
of our really good men do not want 
to quit work. 
No one admires a man 
whose word is as good as his bond 
more than T do. but I do counsel you 
to give this very serious m atter due 
deliberation and urge that you talk 
it over with your wife' and family 
quietly at home before it, is too late, 
and then if you reach the decision 
you are about to take the wrong step, 
resign from the union, as you have a 
perfect right to do, and continue your 
connection with the company. 
Particular points to be borne in 
mind are these: 
Are you at an age where you can 
afford to start anew? 
Could you possibly expect to earn 
as much money in any vocation as 
you are now' receiving, even if you 
should experience no trouble in se­ 
curing employment, which you can­ 
n o t hope to find readily? 
Do you realize that length of pre 
vious service will not be considered 
should you secure re-employment in 
thL; company’s service? 
Remember that only twenty-eight 
Postal men had anything to do with 
the decision to present the unreason­ 
able, unwarranted and utterly incon­ 
sistent schedule and that only a few* 
of these have families dependent up­ 
on their labor. 
The fact that almost 
our entire force remained away from 
the meeting at which the schedule 
was voted upon, indicates there are 


few responsible telegraphers in favor 
oi it.

An uncle 
was with her and together they broke 
down the front door. 
The house had apparently been r a n­ 
sacked. The chairs and

scattered ov er 
the floors and piled into the corners. 
The girl called to 
her 
parents, 
and receiv ing no reply, ran up stairs. 
There, upon a bed, 
she found her 
m o th er’s body. In an adjoining room, 
upon the floor, was the body of her 
father/ Miss Hudson was carried from 
the scene unconscious. 
* Cbroner 0. C. Ray has completed an 
ittt/uest, and, while 
nothing definite 
Wsls dev eloped, he is of the opinion 
that Hudson killed his wife and com 
mitted suicide. 
Two other theories are adv anced, 
m any believ ing that the tragedy was 
the result of a suicide pact, and olb 
ers that the man and woman

m urdered by robbers. 
The condition of the house lends 
strength to the 
latter 
supposition. 
Howev er, there is no ev idence 
that 
anything wv as taken. 
A gold watch, 
$80 hi money and other 
articles of 
TilIue w ere found untouched. 
Also 
tile fact that the doors were locked 
whttld 1 indicate that robbers were not 
'f^sponsihle for thq crime. 
Hudson had sold the little farm re ­ 
cently against the 
protest 
of 
his 
wife, and was

soon. He rem arked to some of 
the 
neighbors that he had no Ide i w hat 
to do since he sold out, and felt dis­ 
couraged. 
He expressed the desire to go to 
California, hut 
had 
said frequently 
th a t his wife objected. This is the 
cause assigned by those who adhere 
to the belief that Hudson killed h*s 
wife and then com mitted suicide. It 
is generally 
understood 
that 
their 
family relations otherw ise w’ere pleas­ 
ant. 
If this theory is correct, the author­ 
ities can not account for 
the 
ran 
sacked condition of the house, miles* 
Hudson, after shooting Mrs. Hudson, 
concluded to m ake an effort to leav e 
the impression that robbers had been 
there by turning ev erything 
topsy­ 
turv y, and then, changing his mind 
again, decided to end it all by putting 
a bullet through his heart.

HE NURSED THE WOMAN IH JAIL 


Altho ug h Deceiv ed, He Repaid Infi­ 
delity by Kindness— He Had 
Warm Friends Amo ng 
the Po o r. 


Chicag o, III., Aug . 10.—Michael C. 
McDonald, 68 y ears old, once head of 
the Chicag o g ambling fraternity and 
democratic politician, died early F ri­ 
day morning at St. Anthony de P a­ 
dua 
hospital 
after a brief illness. 
H eart failure and prorrv over the a r­ 
rest of his wife were ascribed as the 
causes. 
McDonald’s health had been fading 
since his wife, Mrs. Dora McDonald, 
was taken into custody , charg ed with 
the shooting of the 
y oung 
artist, 
W ebster S. Guerin, in his studio in 
the Omaha building , 134 Van Buren 
street. 
He spent 
many 
sleepless 
nig hts watching over her in the H ar­ 
rison street police annex and 
l a t i n 
the county jail. 
A little more than a week ag o, after 
his wife“ had been released on bonds 
of $50,000, w'hich he had procured, 
and had been transferred 
to 
the 
Windsor-Clifton hotel. McDonald be­ 
came so ill that he was compelled to 
g o to bed. 
His illness developed 
such alarming tendencies that it was 
decided to remove him to the hos­ 
pital. 
“Gambling king ,’’ political boss and 
all-round 
sport, 
Mike 
McDonald’s 
name was familiar from 
coast 
to 
coast. 
Notwithstanding many 
people 
were fleeced in his old Clark street 
g ambling house, McDonald had many 
warm friends up to the last moment 
of his life. 
It was rather roug hly 
said of him that if he robbed the rich 
he g enerally evened m atters a little 
by g iving something to the poor. 
McDonald’s domestic life never was 
peaceful. 
His first wife eloped with 
“Billy ” Arling ton, a handsome actor, 
who starred in a minstrel show that 
was popular In Chicag o. 
Mike for­ 
g ave her this and opened his home 
to her. 
But the woman repaid him 
with infidelity , the second time select­ 
ing a y oung French priest as her 
companion. 
The two eloped in 1889 
and McDonald made no attem pt to 
follow the couple or to g et reveng e. 
The g loomy termination of his sec­ 
ond iharriag e is still before the pub­ 
lic mind. 
Mrs. Dora McDonald on 
February 21 is said to have shot and 
killed Web.-,ter S. Guerin. Guerin was 
a y oung artist, whose name had been 
linked with that of McDonald’s wife. 
Jealousy is said to have caused the 
tiag edy . 
The trial is y et to take 
plac 
Mike McDonald at once eng ag ed 
the best leg al counsel for his wife 
and stood by her steadfastly , althoug h 
some of his close friends assert that 
if she were acquitted he intended to 
allow her to shift for herself. 
McDonald, throug h these y ears of 
trouble at home, was having plain 
sailing 
in 
“ business.” 
His Clark 
street place coined money for him, 
and investments netted g reat returns. 
His share of the price paid for the 
old 
Lemont 
quarries was $750,000, 
and he had many mortg ag es and real 
estate investments. 
McDonald won his way —crooked as 
it was—from a place as railroad train 
“butcher” or “newsie” to that of mil­ 
lionaire. 
He sold “prize packag es” 
on trains and, noting how eag erly the 
public boug ht when it was supposed 
a $5 or $10 g old piece lurked in one 
the little boxes, he took to g am ­ 
bling as a business.* 
McDonald himself seldom shuffled 
the cards, but he thoug ht it fair and 
wise to open up a place where others 
could drop in and play at will. 
The 
scandals in which McDonald was cen­ 
tral fig ure were numerous and all 
were sensational. 
In 189 2. on the eve of the wror!d’s 
fair. McDonald was virtual boss of 
the local democracy . 
The lifelong friends of McDonald 
were astonished to learn, after his 
death, that he at one time had be­ 
come a m em ber of the Jewish faith. 
Jam es Hamilton Lewis, the attorney 
in charg e of McDonald’s affairs, said 
that after McDonald had secured a 
divorce from his first wife, who left 
him for a priest, he could not m arry 
the second Mrs. McDonald, who is a 
Jewess, until he had embraced the 
Jewish faith. 
Prior to his death, however, he re­ 
turned 
to 
the 
Catholic faith and 
church.

When a bran ch is cut off, the ex­ 
posed wood has n o power to heal 
itself as the wood cells are lifeless, 
but if the con d ition s are right, a mass 
of tissue pushes out from the cam­ 
bium layer (the livin g layer between 
outer bark an d wood ) an d covers the 
woun d .

The liquid which is 
thus obtain ed can be applied to the 
road from an ord in ary sprin klin g cart. 
An other way of applyin g it is to pipe 
the water from the maifis through

hose an d use a special form of n ozzle 
in to Which the oil or tar is fed from a 
reservoir. 
For use in cities this is 
quite practical. 
M. Forestier has d e­ 
sign ed a good form of mixin g n ozzie 
which con sists of two con ical pieces 
fittin g in to each other in such a way 
that the water stream acts by aspira­ 
tion to d raw in the oil a n d ^iix it with 
the water in the n ozzle.

Moisture d oesn ’t go far or last lon g 
on un plowed or un cultivated field s at 
this time of the year.

field can n ot be plowed too soon after a 
rain . 
More corn can be raised in three 
wrays: 
Better seed , better soil prepa­ 
ration , better cultivation . These three

Balance of Soil and Water. 
In the gard en an d in the fruit patch 
the balan ce of soil an d water has a 
great d eal to d o with the success of 
the cultural operation s.

been d rain ed an d the soil becomes 
w'aterlogged after heavy rain s an d so 
remain s for a lon g time 
after

weather has come. The d rain s in clay 
soil should be at least 30 in ches d eep, 
so that the water table may be low­ 
ered to that poin t. 
More d rain s in 
our orchard s would make it possible 
to get better results from tbe fruit 
trees an d fruit plan ts growin g

them.
